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Reagan wins record 
victory, sets Soviet 
talks as top priority 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — President 
Reagan has won reelection by one of the big- 
gest landslide margins in U.S. history and 
told flag-waving supporters his quest to bnfld 
a strong, conservative America had just 
begun. 


Mr. Reagan claimed victory and 
Democrat Walter Mondale, giving 
way to tears before his own crowd 
of cheering loyalists, conceded 
defeat after the president had 
swept at least 49 of the 50 states in 
the presidential balloting. 

At a victory celebration in Los 
Angeles, Mr. Reagan beamed as 
the throng waved American flags, 
tossed balloons and chanted 
“Four more years,” then replied: 
“I think that’s just been arr- 
anged.” 

The 73-year-old president, lim- 
ited to two terms by law, noted 
that people had been describing 
this campaign as his “last hurrah” 
and added: “I thought Td say to 
you that this is the end of nothing, 
it’s the beginning of everything." 

Earlier, he told reporters an- 
arms control agreement with 
Moscow would be a top second- 
term priority and said it was time 
for a summit with Soviet leader 
Konstantin Chernenko. 

Asked if he would like to visit 
the Soviet Union during his sec-_ 
ohd term, Mr. ‘Reagan replied: 
“Whether a meeting is held there 
or someplace else, I feel., it’s time 
for us to get together and try to 
clear the air and suspicions bet- 
ween us... so we can get down to 
the business of reducing nuclear 
arms.” 

The Soviet Union last Nov- 
ember walked out of negotiations 
on limiting medium-range nuclear 
missiles in Europe and refused to 
set a date for resuming separate 
talks on reducing strategic mis- 
siles. 


Asked if be would contact Mr. 
Chernenko to propose a summit, 
Mr. Reagan said he had been in 
constant touch with the Soviet 
leadership. 

“They know we are interested 
and ready... in having discussions 
with them and they profess the 
same thing,” he said. 

He said he would wait and see to 
determine what the Soviet an*- 
itude would be towards a summit 
now that the U.S. presidential ele- 
ction was over. 

The Soviet leadership sent Pre- 
sident Reagan a telegram con- 
gratulating him on his reelection 
and calling for better relations 
between the two countries. 

“For its part, the Soviet Union 
is prepared for joint work to rec-. 
tify Soviet- American relations on 
the basis of equality and respect 
for the legitimate interests of each 
other, to remove the threat of war' 
and radically improve the int- 
ernational situation," the tel- 
egram said. 

It was signed by the Praesidium 
of -the Supreme Soviet,- which- is * 
headed by President Chernenko. 

President Chernenko said that 
the time had come for practical

Percy loses seat; Democrats 
retain control of representatives 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
powerful Republican chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Charles Percy, lost his ' 
seat, raising the prospect that the 
post could go to arch-conservative 
Jesse Helms of North Carolina. 

The defeat of the long-time 
moderate Illinois senator was the 
most significant development in 
congressional elections Tuesday 
that saw Democrats pick up two 
Senate seats but left the Rep- 
ublicans in control of that cha- 
mber. 

Republican hopes of translating 
Mr. Reagan's landslide victory did 
not materialise into significant 
gains in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, which remained fir- 
mly in Democratic hands. 

Mr. Percy was beaten by Dem- 
ocratic congressman Paul Simon. 

Before the elections. Rep- 
ublicans commanded the 1.00 -seat 
senate by 55 to 45. The Percy def- 
eat enabled the Democrats to slice 
the Republican margin to 53 to 
47. Democrats won three Rep- 
ublican seats but lost one. 

In the House, the Democrats 
kept the control they have held for 
most of the last half century. 


Mr. Helms won reelection in 
North Carolina against moderate 
Democratic governor James Hunt 
in a bitterly fought contest in 
which both sides spent a record 
total of S21 million. 

Mr. Helms, currently chairman 
of the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee, also was next in line beh- 
ind Mr. Percy in the Foreign Rel- 
ations Committee. He was acc- 
used during the election campaign 
of aligning himself with right-wing 
foreign causes, particularly with 
the far right of El Salvador. 

He said during the campaign 
that he wanted to keep his Agr- 
iculture Committee post — tob- 
acco is his state’s major crop. He 
cannot chair more than two major 
committees at the same time but 
can remain no. 2 man on one and 
head another. 

Democrats also defeated ano- 
ther Republican committee cha- 
irman in the Senate when Con- 
gressman Tom Haikin beat Sen- 
ator Roger Jepsen in Iowa. 

But they lost the seat of veteran 
Democratic Senator Walter Hud- 
dleston, wbo was seeking his third 
six-year term, to a 42-year-old 


Republican county judge, Mitch 
McConnell. 

In the seat left vacant by retiring 
Senate Republican majority lea- 
der Howard Baker, Democratic 
Congressman Albert Gore Jr. 
defeated former stale Senator 
Victor Ashe. 

Besides the losses of Mr. Percy 
and Mr. Jepsen, all Republican 
incumbents facing reelection won 
new Senate terms. AH Democratic 
Senate incumbents won except 
Mr. Huddleston. 

All Democratic and Republican, 
leaders in the House won ree- 
lection. Democratic Speaker 
Thomas O’Neill won easily, aga- 
inst only a token foe representing 
the Communist Party. 

Massachusetts Democratic 
Congressman Gary Studds, cen- 
sured by the House for having a 
homosexual affair with a teenage 
house messenger boy a decade 
ago, won reelection. 

But Illinois Republican Con- 
gressman Daniel Crane, censured 
by the House for having an affair 
with a young teenaged messenger 
girl, lost his seat.

“The cabinet decision makes 
that all discussions should be 
held within the armistice agr- 
eements and Security Council res- 
olutions for a total Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from South Lebanon,” 
Mr. Karami told reporters fol- 
lowing Wednesday’s cabinet ses- 
sion. 

Soon after Mr. Karamfs sta-j 
tement, a caller claiming to rep-' 


resent an extremist Islamic group 
told a Western news agency in 
Beirut that anyone involved in 
Thursday’s talks would “pay a 
high price."

Jordan 
optimistic 
over peace 
process

AMMAN — Jordan hopes Ron- 
ald Reagan’s victory in Tuesda/s 
U.S. presidential elections will 
revive and accelerate the Middle 
East peace process, Foreign Min- 
ister Taher Al Masri said Wed- 
nesday.-* — ~ 

“We hope Reagan’s reelection 
for a second presidential term will 
be the beginning of a new phase of 
speeding up the stalled peace pro- 
cess in the region, leading to a just 
solution of the Palestinian pro- 
blem,” he told Reuters. 

“Reagan’s crushing victory will 
strengthen his opposition and fre- 
edom to take decisions vis-a-vis 
pressure groups which try to def- 
lect American policy away from a 
just and permanent peace in the 
■Middle East,” he said. 

But the chairman of the Lower 
House of Parliament Foreign Rel- 
ations Committee said he exp- 
ected no change in Mr. Reagan's 
policies. 

“Reagan will continue his pel-, 
icy of supporting Israel and I don't 
think be will change his policy for 

the sake of the Arabs because the ! 
Arabs are weak and not strong 
enough to put pressure on the 
U.S.,” the parliamentary deputy, 
Rizk Al Batayneh, told Reuters. 


King says Mideast high among 
topics for Moscow discussions 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein has been quoted as 
saying that his talks with Soviet 
leaders during bis planned visit to 
the Soviet Union will mainly focus 
on the Middle East situation apart 
from Jordan's needs of arms. 

In an interview with the Al 
Hawadeth magazine to be pub- 
lished Thursday, the King said 
Jordan and the Soviet Union have 
been holding “constant con- 
sultations and friendly and candid 
talks that led to increasing Soviet 
credibility.'’ He described the out- 
r come of tiw talks and contacts arid 
consultations as very good. 

King Hussein also reiterated 
that the United States has lost its 
eligibility to play a leading role in 
the Middle East peacemaking 
process because, he said, “the 
U.S. has become a party to conflict 
by offering unlimited material, 
military and political support and 
help for Israel, which continues to 
occupy Arab land and cany out 
whatever it wants there." 

Between 1956 and 1967. U.S. 
stand vis-a-vis relations with the 
Arabs retreated considerably, but 
after 1 967 it took a drastic turn to 
the worst, he said. Most recently 
Washington has announced its 
strategic alliance with Israel, the 
King pointed out. 

He said that the role of the Uni- 
ted States should now be confined 
in a group's action and "we hope 
that there will be a U.S.-Soviet 
meeting to be followed by the inv- 
olvement of the permanent mem- 
bers of the U.N. Security Council 
and the Palestinians and the other 


concerned parties in the region to 
settle the Middle East issue.” 

King Hussein said that Europe 
has an influence on the United 
States and other areas of the world 
and the Arabs expect that the 
European Community will help 
bring about the implementation of 
U.N. Security Council Res- 
olutions 242 and 338 which call 
for the withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from Arab lands in exchange for 
peace. 

In reply to a question about a 
possible initiative by President 
Reagan to settle the Middle East 
issue, the King said that he could 
not predict what the U.S. will do 
after the elections. He said: 
“What happened after President 
Reagan announced the initiative 
(of September 1982) was that Isr- 
ael intensified its building of set- 
tlements and was rewarded by the 
United States for that. 

f ‘Now the U.S. has no cre- 
dibility, and to regain it, it should 
work vety hard before embarking 
on a role to settle the issue. We 
believe that the only feasible way 
to settle the Middle East issue is 
through the implementation of 
Resolution 242 to guarantee a 
.return of land to its owners, and 
. Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty. 

“If the United States wants to 
offer an initiative based on the 
Camp David agreement then we 
■will reject h outright because that 
agreement does not guarantee a 
comprehensive solution and the 
return of the land to its owners.” 

In reply to another question 
about Jordan’s stand and pre- 


parations to confront any new . 
aggression, the King said that Jor- 
dan “will face any aggression and 
danger with all its might” . He said: 
“We face a real threat from Israel, 
and some Israeli ministers have 
been saying that the East Bank 
forms part of Israel. Israel is still 
receiving arms and military sup- 
port while the Arabs are weak and 
disunited. The threats to Jordan 
are also directed against other 
Arab states and therefore Jordan 
seeks to build a pan-Arab force to 
stand up to the Israeli challenge. 
We wiH do what we can to repulse 
aggression and defend our nation 
from any attacks. To do that we 
have embarked on plans to div- 
ersify our arms and buy weapons 
from the Soviet Union and Eur- 
opean countries, following the 
refusal by the United States to sell 
us arms to defend ourselves. We 
hope that the Arab countries will 
become aware of the real dangers 
and will come to our help in the 
event of an aggression.” 

In reply to a question about rel- 
ations with Egypt the King said 
that he hoped that Jordan and 
Egypt will together form a link to 
unify the whole Arab Nation. He 
said the two countries have gone a 
long way towards integration and 
what has been achieved serves the. 
interests of all Arabs. 

On relations with Syria the King 
said: “Jordan supported Syria’s 
intervention in Lebanon (in 1976) 
because we thought that it will put 
an end to the bloodshed there and

Mubarak urges Reagan 
for urgent Mideast action 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak con- 
gratulated President Reagan on 
his reelection and said the det- 
eriorating situation in the Middle 
East needed urgent action to fur- 
ther the cause of peace. 

Mr. Mubarak addressed Mr. 
Reagan in a telegram as" My Dear 
President” and congratulated him 
on his landsh'de victory “which is 
worthy of you, your excellency.” 
Egypt’s Middle East News Age- 
ncy (MENA) said. 

“We, in this vital part of the 
world, look with faith towards a 
resumption of the effective U.S. 
role to achieve the peace process 
and it is the role we consider ess- 
ential to realise our efforts," the 
telegram said. 

Mr. Mubarak said he was con- - 
vinced Mr. Reagan shared his 
view “that the deteriorating sit- 
uation in the region calls for urg- 
ent action on the part of the par- 
ties most interested in achieving 
peace and security and furthering 
a just and lasting peace in the 
Middle East” 

He said Egypt looked forward 
to continued and intensified con- 
sultation with the United States 
under Mr. Reagan's “inspired 
leadership" towards this common 
goaL 

In Damascus, the speaker of the 
Palestinian parliament-in-exile 
urged the Reagan administration 
to make radical changes in U.S. 
Middle East policy and to open a 
dialogue with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 


“Our optimism is weak, but still 
we hope President Reagan will 
make a radical change in U.S. 
Middle East policy on the basis of 
participating in an international 
conference that would include tbe 
PLO,” said Khaled Fahoum, spe- 
aker of the Palestine National 
Council (PNC). 

The official Syrian media said it 
was doubtful the reelection of Pre- 
sident Reagan would lead to a 
change in U.S. Middle East policy 
.and branded his performance a 
failure during the past four years. 

“The American policy during 
(Mr. Reagan's first term) was 
marked with failure and hatred 
toward the Arabs and ove- 
rwhelming support for Israel,” 
Damascus Radio said in a com- 
mentary. 

It added, however, that Mr. 
Reagan’ s Middle East policy so far 
“ has failed and has had a negative 
'effect on U.S. -Arab relations, as 
well as peace prospects in the 
Middle East.” 

Al Baath, newspaper of the rul- 
ing Baatb Socialist Party, said the 
result of tbe election made no dif- . 
fere nee, as both Mr. Reagan and 
challenger Walter Mondale had 
almost identical positions during 
the campaign on U.S. relations 
with Israel. 

It noted disagreements existed 
between the two candidates on. 
various domestic and int- 
ernational issues, “but when it 
comes to Israel, the agreement is= 
unanimous.” 


Heseltine denies cover-up 
over sinking of Belgrano 


LONDON (R) — Defence Min- 
ister Michael Heseltine Wed- 
nesday denied there was a gov- 
ernment cover-up over the sinking 
of the Argentine warship Bel- 
grano in the 1982 Falklands war. 

He was testifying before a par- 
liamentary foreign affairs com- 
mittee on the day a national new- 
spaper revealed that a log of the 
submarine that sank the Belgrano 
bad gone missing. 

Mr. Heseltine acknowledged 
the Daily Mirror report that a log 
was missing but said it was a tec- 
hnical helmsman's record that did 
not shed light on the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the sin- 
king. 

The Belgrano was torpedoed by 
the submarine Conqueror on May 
2, 1982 as a British task force sai- 
led towards the South Atlantic 
Falklands Islands, invaded by 
Argentine forces a month earlier. 
Of the Argentine crew aboard. 
368 were killed. 

The disappearance of the log 
added to the controversy sur- 
rounding the Belgrano incident. 
Opposition parliamentarians have 
accused government ministers of 


giving misleading and conflicting 
information about the incident. 

Some have suggested the cru- 
iser was attacked in order to scu- 
ttle a Peruvian sponsored peace 
proposal that could have brought 
a negotiated settlement to the 
Falklands dispute. 

Opposition Labour defence 
spokesman Denzil Davies said of 
the missing log: “It could have 
been taken to have informed other 
people of its contents or con- 
veniently dropped overboard bec- 
ause it is thought to be very imp- 
ortant.” 

Mr. Heseltine denied Wed- 
nesday the government had any- 1 
thing to hide about tbe Belgrano 
affair. “Of course it wasn't a 
cover-up,” the minister said in 
response to questioning from the. 
nine-member panel of Con- 
servative and Labour par- 
liamentarians. 

He defended Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s decision to 
authorise the sinking of the cru- 
iser. He said she was acting on 
clear information from the mil- 
itary that the Belgrano was a thr- 
eat-

Arabs guardedly welcome 
Reagan’s election victory 


MANAMA, Bahrain (Agencies) — Editorialists and 
opinion-makers in the Middle East and the Gulf 
Wednesday expressed hopes that Ronald Reagan’s 
landslide election victory will augur favourably for 
the area’s peace process. 


But radical writers cautioned 
that V ice- President George Bush 
might lean sharply toward rsraei 
against the Arab cause. 

Marshalling allegedly pro- 
Israeli statements by both Mr. 
Reagan and Mr. Mondale, new- 
spapers and radio commentators 
said that as far as the Arabs were 
concerned. Mr. Reagan's triumph 
'constituted the "lesser evil." 

-The Arabs expect Mr. Rea- 
gan's second term to be more just 
to their cause." said the right-wing 
newspaper Al Siyassa in Kuwait. 
■*Wc must admit the fact that we. 
Arabs, have placed all our bets on 
Mr. Reagan. We hope he will be 
able to free himself from Jewish 
pressures. In fact, we Arabs must 
celebrate his victory." 

The Secretary General of the 
45-nation Organisation of Islamic 
Conference. Habib Chatti. said in 
Jeddah. Saudi Arabia, that he saw 
in Mr. Reagan's re-election the 
"opening of new vistas on the path 
of a comprehensive and just sol- 
ution to the Middle East” pro- 
blem. 

“The American people have 
vested grcaier confidence in Rea- 
gan.’* he said in a statement dis- 
tributed by the Oatar News Age- 
ncy." This will encourage him to 
take daring decisions on issues 
related to world peace.” 


The Saudi Arabian 
government-run radio said that 
Mr. Reagan in his second term will 
show “greater initiative*' on reg- 
ional and world issues. 

Egyptian officials said Tuesday 
they hoped the re-election of 
Ronald Reagan as president of the 
United States would result in a ser- 
ious effort t.o further the search for 
peace in the Middle East. 

Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Maguid said Mr. Reagan’s success 
was expected. “It is a clear proof 
of his popularity and strong sup- 
port for his policy.” he told Reu- 
ters. 

Lebanon’s Prime Minister Ras- 
hid Karami congratulated ' U.S. 
president on his re-election and 
urged him to act more effectively 
to end the conflict in the Middle 
East. 

"We seize this occasion to con- 
gratulate (Mr. Reagan) with the 
hope that his new term will see the 
achievement of our hopes and asp- 
irations — a positive and just sol- 
ution for our causes in this reg- 
ion.” Mr. Karami told reporters 
after a cabinet meeting. 

“We expect more effective 
(U.S.) action to bring about an 
end to the conflict raging in the 
region through just and general 
solutions.” Mr. Karami said. 

Israeli officials said they exp- 


ected greater U.S. involvement in 
attempts to arrange an Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from Lebanon after Pre- 
sident Reagan's electoral victory. 

“We expect the administration 
to get more involved now chat Che 
campaign is behind us,** former 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban. cha- 
irman of the Parliamentary For- 
eign Affairs Committee, said. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
sent a telegram of congratulation 
to Mr. Reagan expressing his con- 
fidence that “close and fruitful 
cooperation between our two 
countries will continue.” 

Turkish leaders said President 
Reagan's re-election would help 
to develop already good relations 
between Turkey and the United 
States. 

Turkish President Kenan 
Evren. in a message to Mr. Rea- 
gan. said: “Our traditionally good 
relations have shown a continuing 
positive upward trend during the 
president’s term of office " 

He said there was no doubt that 
ties would develop further in 
“every area and to the advantage 
of both countries.” 

Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou welcomed President 
Reagan's re-election and said he 
hoped relations between Greece 
and the United States would dev- 
elop during his new term. 

fn a message of congratulation 
he said: “ 1 sincerely hope that dur- 
ing your new term in power the 
relations between our two gov- 
ernments will develop for the ben- 
efit of the Greek and the U.S. 
peoples whose traditional fri- 
endship is unquestionable.”

4 Pakistanis sentenced to death 


KARACHI. Pakistan (AP) — A 
special military court in Karachi 
has sentenced to death four Pak- 
istanis accused of aiding in the hij- 
acking of a Pakistan International 
Airlines flight to Kabul. Afg- 
hanistan in March 1981, the def- 
ence lawyers said. 

The court sentenced a fifth Pak- 
istani to 14 years rigorous imp- 
risonment on similar charges, the 


lawyers said. 

The hijackers themselves fled 
abroad and could aot be held for 
trial. However, one of them, ide- - 
ntified as Salamullah Tipu, is rep- 
orted to have beeD executed in 
Kabul on murder charges earlier 
this year.

20, 
Isa Baloch. 21. Ayub Malik. 24 


Tehran to try communists on Monday 


TEHRAN (R) — Senior members 
of Iran’s Communist Tudeh Party 
will go on trial next Monday. Teh- 
ran’s Islamic Revolutionary pro- 
secutor said Wednesday. 

The statement by the pro- 
secutor. Assadollah Lajavardu 
said members of the Soviet- 
backed party’s Central Com- 
mittee would be tried but did not 
specify who would be involved. 

The National News Agency 


IRNA said among those in det- 
ention following a crackdown on 
the party in February last year 
were former Party Secretary- 
General Noureddin Kianouri and 
party ideologue Ehsan Tabari. 

After the roundup of Tudeh 
Party members, several leaders 
appeared on television and con- 
fessed to spying and planning to 
overthrow the Islamic Republic. 

Ten leaders of the party’s mil- 


itary branch, including former 
navy commander Captain Bahrain 
Afzali, were put on trial, and exe- 
cuted in January. Nearly 90 others 
were sentenced to prison terms 
ranging from less than one year to 
life. 

After the first confessions. Iran 
expelled 18 Soviet diplomats for 
alleged involvement in Tudeh spy- 
ing activities. 


Israeli backed civil guard chief murdered 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Unidentified 
gunmen murdered the head of the 
Israeli-backed civil guard of the 
South Lebanese village of Tibnit 
on Tuesday. Israeli military sou- 
rces in Lebanon said. 

The sources said Daoud Dab- 
ajja and a second man travelling in 
his car were shot while driving 


back to Tibnit. a Shfite Muslim 
village about eight kilometres nor- 
thwest of the Israeli border, from 
the nearby town of Nabariyeh. 

Israel Television identified the 
second man as Dabakka’s bod- 
yguard. 

Military sources in Tel Aviv 


confirmed that two Tibnit resident 
had been killed by small arms fire 
from a second car, but they could 
not confirm the identification. 

The sources in Lebanon said the 
killing indicated a trend of attacks 
by ShPite militants on Shfites who 
were cooperating with the Israeli 
army, in South Lebanon. 


ALEXANDRIA. Egypt (R) — 
Warships from the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet Wednesday left Egyptian 
waters after three-days of mock 
air and sea battles in joint exe- 
rcises with Egyptian forces, an 
Egyptian military spokesman said. 

Brig. Mustapha Zeitoun told 
reporters Egyptian jet fighters had 
successfully repulsed "enemy” 
attacks on Egypt' s Mediterranean 
shores during the exercises, 
code-named “Sea Winds'*, which 
began on Monday. 

The exercises, which took place 
in an area extending from El Ala- 
mein in the west to Port Said in the 
east, also included ways of pro- 
tecting Egyptian shores against 
submarine attacks, he said. 

The manoeuvres follow joint 
exercises last year in Egypt’ s wes- 
tern desert. 

Brig. Zeitoun said live amm- 
unition. including surface- 
to-surface missiles, was used to 


repulse the attack on Egyptian 
shores. 

The three-day war games began 
Monday when Egyptian was$ 
planes intercepted and drove oft 
raiding fighter-bombers . which- 
took off from U.S. carriers of the 
Sixth Fleet. 

The U.S. is Egypt’s major arm- 
ament source under a large mil- 
itary assistance programme of 
over SI billion a year. 

Brig. Zeitoun praised the per- 
formance of the Egyptian Air 
Force, air defence system, grouad 
and naval forces during the man- 
oeuvres. 

Egypt and the U.S. carried oat 
joint exercises last year, called 
“Bright Star”, m the western des- 
ert followed by Bridsh-Egyptian 
war games. 

Part of the “Sea Winds” man- 
oeuvres take place near the border 
with Libya, which has denounced 
them. 


Passengers recount ordeal 
in hijacked Saudi plane

RIYADH (R) — Passengers 
Wednesday told of a 1 0-hour ord- 
eal aboard a Saudi Arabian Tristar 
jet forced to Iran which ended 
with a hijacker's pistol being gra- 
bbed by a steward on the ground 
in Tehran. 

The 130 or so passengers and 
crew from the plane, com- 
mandeered on Monday night by a 
Yemeni during a flight between 
Jeddah and Riyadh which ori- 
ginated in London, arrived here 
Wednesday from Tehran on ano- 
ther aircraft. 

Passengers told reporters at 
Riyadh Airport that at least two of 
their number helped the steward 
to overpower the North Yemeni 
hijacker, who had held a pistol at 
the pilot's Head. 

They said the hijacker was hit 
with a fire axe during the scuffle. 
He fired at least one shot, without 
apparently hitting anybody, bef- 
ore falling limp with blood pou- 
ring from his head. 

Shortly after the hijack ended at 
Tehran's Mehrabad Airport Tue- 
sday morning, the National Ira- 
nian News Agency IRNA said the 
hijacker and another Yemeni' had 
been arrested. 

The passengers said the hij- 
acker made his initial move aro- 
und midnight on Monday after 
boading the plane. 

They said he boarded the plane 
wearing an Arab robe, but cha- . 


□ged in a toilet into a suit before 
drawing a gun, forcing a ste- 
wardess to unlock the flight deck 
door and ordering the pilot to fly 
to Tehran. 

The passengers said the hij- 
acker forbade any announce mem, 
but they heard his voice over the 
public address system calling fra- 
ntically for another Yemeni, app- 
arently an accomplice, to join him 
and act as interpreter. - 
As the plane flew towards Iran, 
stewardesses tried to calm the pas- 
sengers. including women and chi- 
ldren. One stewardess, pressed by 
a weeping passenger, whispered: 
"The cockpit door is locked and 
there is a man in there with a gun.” 
The hijacker’s demands were 
refuge in Iran, $500,000 in cash 
and the expulsion of Saudi tea- 
chers from Yemen, passengers 
said. . 

After about seven hoursfon the 
ground in Tehran, the.^Ward 
grabbed the hijacker's app- 
arently after he and somqptbcrs, 
including a Saudi doctmt^threw 
pillows at the man. they'said. 
The steward, whose wris&were 
bandaged although apparently he 
had not been shot, told Western 
reporters: “ I am the one who took 
the gun.” 

But Western re porte rswere not 
allowed to interview crew .mem-

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Embassy issues statement 
on Lebanese port rules 


AMMAN. (Petra) — The Leb- 
anese embassy in Jordan Wed- 
nesday served nonce to ship own- 
ers, captains and maritime carriers 
to abide by instructions issued by 
the Lebanese government about 
v the use. of ports in Lebanon. 

'A statement issued by the emb- 
assy said that only the following 
ports are legal and can be used by 
ships; Beirut, Junieh, Tripoli and 
Sida (Sidon). The port authorities 
should be notified in advance by 
telex or in writing about the date 
of the ship's arrival in Lebanese 
.territorial waters, lying 12 miles 
off shore. 

Notification should reach the 
port authorities at least 24 hours 
before the ship is due and should 


contain details about the various 
’information, regarding time 
that ship will spend at the port, 
and the ship's agents in Lebanon. 
Any visiting ship should acquire 
the essential facilities for com- 
munications and should not move 
from one port of entry to another 
Lebanese port or a foreign port 
without prior approval from the 
local authorities in the port, the 
statement said. 

It also said that whether the ship 
was at port or off shore, but within 
the Lebanese territorial waters, it 
should tune in day and night to a 
16- radio wavelength for ins- 
tructions. and warned that drastic 
measures will be taken against any 
violators. . 


New road plans to ease 
sports city congestion 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Amman 
Traffic Committee in cooperation 
with Amman Municipality plans 
to open a 30-metre-wide street to 
be uSed by vehicles in order to fac- 
ilitate the flow of traffic during 
sports activities at the A1 Hussein 
Sports City, according to a sta- 
tement issued here Wednesday. 

The statement followed a mee- 
ting under the chairmanship of 
Amman Governor Turki A1 Hin- 
dawi during which measures for 
opening the street and allowing 
visitors’ cars to be parked around 
the sports city area were dis- 
cussed The new street will link a 
junction near the Grand Palace 
Hotel and 'Ain Ghazal road that 
goes by the sports city. 

According to the statement, an 
island will be built in the middle of 
the road to allow an easy flow of 
traffic. Official cars with special 



permits will be allowed into the 
sports city compound along with 
smalt buses and taxis which will 
use gates three and four only. Cars 
coming to the sports city from 
Amman can enter through gate 
number three and those coming 
from the northern direction can 
use gate four, the statement said. 

The committee decided to ban 
car-parking along both sides of the 
street extending from the Ministry 
of Interior to the Sports City int- 
ersection and also from the Sports 
City intersection to the National 
College during the sports act- 
ivities. 

To make it easy for visitors and 
spectators, the statement said, 
buses will commute people from 
and to Wihdat. east of Amman, to 
the sports city directly, and other 
buses will carry passengers from 
Mahatta and back.

Anani to head delegation for OIC

AMMAN (Petra) — A Jordanian 
delegation led by Minister of Ind- 
ustry and Trade Jawad AJ Anani 
will go to Turkey next week to 
lake part in a meeting of an Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
(OIC) committee on economic 
and trade cooperation among Isl- 
amic nations. 

The committee will discuss ways 
to promote cooperation in eco- 
nomic and trade affairs between 
these nations, according to Dr. 
Ibrahim -Badran. director of the 
energy department at the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade. 

Dr. Badran. who is member of 
the delegation, said that the four- 


day meeting will also look into 
ways of setting up a trade inf- 
ormation network to sene mem- 
ber states and ways to promote 
trade and financial cooperation 
among them. 

Also on the agenda is coo- 
peration among Islamic countries 
in industrial technology, training 
consultation, contractors' services 
and other related topics. Dr. Bad- 
ran added.

The economic and trade com- 
mittee is one of three OIC com- 


mittees set up by the Islamic org- 
anisation. a ad is chaired by Tur- 
kish President Kenan Evren. The 
other two are the Jerusalem com- 
mittee. chaired by King Hassan II 
of Morocco and the scientific and 
technological cooperation com- 
mittee. chaired by Pakistani Pre- 
sident Zia U1 Haq. 

Jordan has participated in the 
meetings of all these committees 
and played a leading role in them. 
The Jordanian delegation also inc- 
ludes Dr. Fayez Tarawneh. eco- 
nomic advisor at the prime min- 
istry, and Thabet Odeh from the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade.

Princess Alia greets Yemen airline’s 
inaugural flight from Sana’ a to Amman

AMMAN — The first Yemenis 
727 flight from Sana'a carrying 70 
Yemeni dignitaries headed by 
Yemeni Airways Chairman Moh- 
ammad Ai Haimy, was received at 
Queen Alia International Airport 
(QAIA) Wednesday by Her Hig- 
hness Princess Alia. Also rec- 
eiving the inaugural flight were 
Alia, The Royal Jordanian Air- 
line, President Mohammad Bal- 
qaa. head of civil aviation and 
other Jordan airline officials. 

During the inauguration cer- 
emony at the QAIA, Princess Alia 
stated: “It is obvious that this dir- 
ect flight to and from Sana'a will 
make it easier for passengers tra- 
velling this route. As there are dir- 
ect flights to Europe, why not also 
make them to Arab countries.” 

The Yemenia flight is a joint 
venture flight between Alia, the 
Royal Jordanian Airline, and 
Yemen Airways. It will fly from 
Sana'a to Amman every Wed- 
nesday, thus extending the service 
.of Yera«.„A to 24 destinations 
around tne world. 


Later Wednesday a press con- 
ference was held at the Marriott 
Hotel in which the chairman of 
Yemen Airways. Mr. A I Haimy 
explained the achievements of 
Yemenia. Mr. Al Haimy also exp- 
ressed his gratitude to Her Hig- 
hness Princess Alia and to the 
Royal Jordanian Airlines rep- 
resentatives for their warm wel- 
come to this first flight. 

“The opening of this route to 
Amman is a step towards con- 
necting Sana’a with all Arab cap- 
itals, which will enhance the eco- 
nomic and social relations bet- 
ween these Arab countries," Mr.’ 
AJ Haimy said. “Yemenia is a 
new. but growing, airline that is 
trying hard to develop and mod- 
ernise its fleet according to mod- 
ern technology.” he added. 

Mr. AI Haimy also explained 
the achievements of explaining 
(he airline in terms of safely, mai- 
ntenance, and modernisation of 
the fleet and said that we are try- 
ing to bridge the gap between 
Yemenia and other airlines in this 
respect. He also added that Yem- 
enia has signed an engine mai- 
ntenance agreement with Swiss 


Air. 

Mr. AJ Haimy said that Yem- 
.enia’s plans are divided into five 
stages mainly to connect Sana'a 
with all Arab capitals, to connect 
Sana'a with Europe, with the 
Arab countries in North Africa, 
the Far East and across the Atl- 
antic to the United States. "So far 
we are connected with 14 Arab 
countries, seven West European 
countries and India in the Far 
East.” Mr. Al Haimy said. 

Yemenia was established in July 
197S with joint Saudi- Yemeni 
capital. Yemenia’s 1 .600 per- 
sonnel, out of which S5 per cent 
are Yemenis are serving a fleet of 
seven aircraft. “Until 1980, Yem- 
enia’s financial commitments rea- 
ched Yemeni riyals 412 million, 
which were paid in full in less than 
five years. Nowadays we are mak- 
ing a profit of over $1.9 million 
per year.” Mr. Al Haimy con- 
cluded. 

The press conference was also 
attended by the Jordanian amb- 
assador to Yemen, the Yemeni 
ambassador to Jordan and many 
Arab airline officials.

Made in I960, this was only Tra- 
second film, but it came at 
a crucial time continuing the new 


trend in French Cinema, a trend 
that Trauffaut himself had begun 
with his first arid very famous film 
“Ouatre Cents Coups". 

With “Quatre Cents Coups". 
Trauffaut broke away from tra- 
ditional filming techniques and 
instead of using carefully com- 
posed scripts with the action being 
mainly carried out in the studio. 
Trauffaut employed a very nat- 
ural. direci type of dialogue and 
his film crews shot the scenes alm- 
ost entirely on location. Today 
these techniques are the ones we 
are most familiar with, bui back in 
the late 1950‘s and early 1960’s 
Trauffaut's work caused a rev- 
olution. 

"Shoot the Pianist*', which will 
be screened in French with Arabic 
subtitles, is a very ironic but comic 
film about a piano player Charles 


Aznavor. who gets involved with 
the mafia. A winner of many awa- 
rds. the film deals with the con- 
flicts that arise between the piano 
and the gun. between violence and 
an. between raw instinct and cul- 
tivated intelligence.

Coexistence or Armageddon 

AS EXPECTED. President Ronald Reagan has won a second term in 
the White House. His victory over Democratic challenger Walter 
Mondale was resounding and impressive and its impact on the world 
can be enormous. But what does it really mean to us, here in the 

Middle East? ' 

It is probablv too early to tell. Whether the cause of peace m Uns 
pan or the world will benefit from President Reagan’s reelection or 
not is something that remains to be seen. There are important things, 
however, that have to be said. 

First the issue of Jerusalem. Because the Reagan administration 
opposed tlic transfer of the U.S. embassy from Tel Aviv to the occ- 
upied Holv City, and is most likely to stick to its policy in the next four 
years, we' should expect that not total showdown with Washington 
O'er the issue would be necessary. This is most important for many 
reasons, but above all because a Mondale victory would have irr- 
evocably upset the delicate balance existing in U.S. -Arab relations so 
Tar and in no time at all. Those who knew about Mondale’s thinking 
were almost sure that, had he won. he would have kept bis pledge to 
the Israeli lobby in the U.S. to transfer the embassy to Jerusalem the 
second day he took office. This is one aspect of the problem. Another 
aspect of it is clearly manifested in where — or at what point — you 
start to pick up the search for Middle East peace. With a wild U.S. 
threat on the question of Jerusalem, there simply would have been no 
point in discussing anything with the Americans. Without it the pos- 
sibilities are much better, although they are not necessarily good in the 
first place. 

This leads us to the second point. If President Reagan sticks to his 
initiative of Sept. 1, 1982 as a way of solving the Palestinian problem 
and is determined to make it work, we should feel more confident 
about the chances of establishing peace in this area in the course of the 
next four years. Feeling more secure and comfortable in his second 
term. President Reagan should also be free of Israeli and Jewish 
pressure to deai with Israel. We all know that this is a crucial pre- 
requisite for making progress in the Middle East. And it would be 
doubly important if such a move were to be coupled with the second 
administration learning from the mistakes of the first one. A new 
Reagan initiative, largely based on that of 1982. and expanded to 
account for a Soviet and Syrian role in it, is almost sure to succeed 
where it failed before. 

We are heartened by the U.S. president's post-victory statement 
that his first goal after reelection would be to improve ties with the 
Soviet Union. In an atmosphere of more American-Soviet friendliness 
and cooperation, the Middle East stands to gain more attention and 
understanding. With these should come better opportunities to adv- 
ance the cause of peace and a sight for ending the conflicts. 

The third important factor in President Reagan's reelection victory 
is the time element that is also central to the search Tor an Arab- Israeli 
settlement. Washington should not be asking for time to study anew 
the Palestinian problem. It has all the facts H needs to start serious 
work on it right away. Neither the health of President Chernenko nor 
the composition of the Israeli government could pose that big an 
obstacle to real movement on the peace front. There might be snags of 
course. But the essential ingredients for progress are there. And 
definitely the Arabs, including the Palestinian people, will not be 
found wanting if there is a genuine desire for peace by ail the parties 
who need it. 

A long and difficult road lies ahead. But never mind: Equitable and 
lasting peace never comes easily. A clearer picture should emerge 
from Washington in the next few months. It is probably the chance of a 
lifetime whether the U.S. chooses to take it. in a year from now. 
depending upon which way President Reagan leads us. there will be a 
real promise of peace or none of it. The challenge is fast becoming one 
of coexistence or Armageddon.

Al Ra'i: Shielding the nation 

IN HIS address to the graduates of the Royal Military Academy 
Tuesday, king Hussein urged Arab stales to help Jordan provide 
weapons Tor its armed forces which defend Jordan and form a shield 
protecting the whole Arab Nation. He said that the Jordanian Armed 
Forces shoulder a great responsibility and serve as the head of the 
spear confronting the Zionist designs and enemy conspiracies. 

The armed forces cannot carry out their duties unless supported by 
Arab states and equipped with all necessary' weapons for defending 
the homeland. King Hussein said that Jordan, which inherited the 
principles of the Great Arab Revolt has offered many sacrifices in 
defending the nation and will continue to do so with determination, 
in order to recover usurped Arab rights. 

Jordan has been exposed to various forms of political, psy- 
chological and economic pressures to force it to change iis stand but 
this country did not budge. These pressures represent proof that our 
enemies are intent on weakening the Arabs and disrupting their unity 
in order to be able to achieve ambitions and designs in our land. 

Al Dustour: Arab support needed 

KING HUSSEIN Tuesday reiterated Jordan's total commitment to 
Arab solidarity and joint action. He said in an address to the gra- 
duates of the Royal Military Academy that Jordan will continue to 
work for mobilising Arab resources and unifying Arab ranks to 
confront the common threats and dangers. 

The King said Jerusalem cannot be liberated without unified Arab 
and Islamic efforts and the Palestinian people's steadfastness cannot 
be strengthened without concerted help to the people who confront 
the Israeli enemy and seiilemenl policies in their land. He warned the 
graduates of the hardships and the difficulties and challenges which 
they mu.t handle to serve their nation and defend the Arab hom- 
eland. 

Saw f t Al Shaab: National interest first 

KING HUSSE IN’S speech at the graduation ceremony Tuesday was 
a call on all Arabs to forget their differences that have weakened 
them and to avoid all that which can erode their resources and 
consume thetr efforts in vain. 

By warning the Arabs of the dangers and threats awaiting them. 
King Hussein opened the eyes of many Arabs on the real situation in 
our region. He pointed to the continued conspiracies against the 
Arab Nation being hatched by our enemies who are encouraged by 
tl«- Arab weakness and by the divided Arab ranks. He criticised the 
narrow-minded Arab states which tend to disrupt joint Arab action 
•and perpetuate Arab differences that weaken the nation. At the same 
umc. the King pledged that Jordan, which has offered so many 
sacrifices over ihe years will not diver: from its national course, but 
will be determined to pursue the efforts for defending the nation.

IN MY meagre efforts to study 
the Arabic language. I have 
already been astounded by the 
depth of meaning contained in 
so many words. And in att- 
empting to understand even a 
Few words of the Arabic- 
language broadcasts we have in 
San Francisco (there are sev- 
eral). I wonder how much of 
the power of the words gets 
across to listeners. What l hear 
on the radio is classical Arabic 
which'contrasts so much to the 
various local Arabic dialects 
we hear, even here, on the str- 
eets: Lebanese-Palestinian. 
Egyptian. Yemeni, Iraqi. Mag- 
hribi. Vhj 

The word that made an imp- 
ression upon me during the last 
few days was: rf-** . mea- 
ning gift. I had originally enc- 
ountered the word in a Turkish 
loan word form many years ago 
when I was. briefly, a student in 


Istanbul. Then I again enc- 
ountered it in its Farsi form 
when I was in Afghanistan as a 
wandering anthropologist 

The word comes from the 
root ts-v* , meaning “to 
guide”. And it recalls for me 
the sixth line of the Fatiha 
which says: “Show us the cor- 
rect way.” Apd then my dic- 
tionary shows me that there are 
related words, as in the phrase: 
j* its., meaning to 

be on the right way in a rel- 
igious sense. 

The same dictionary also 
suggests that in the link bet- 
ween “guiding” and “giving 
gifts” may lie another meaning 
of is-ut - meaning to guide 
a bride to the bridegroom. The 
bride was. in the old days, a gift 
from one family to another. 
And. indeed, she bore gifts, a 
dowry among other things. 
What emerged from this exc- 


hange of gifts was a link bet- 
ween the two families.^ 

We live in a world where 
most of us middle-class types 
who earn a decent income find 
it easy to bestow gifts. 

« But some of us are in pro- 
fessions where we bestow a 
rather special and peculiar set 
of gifts: the media. We write 
for newspapers or books or tel- 
evision or film or even adv- 
ertising. By and large the gifts 
.we give forth are free or quite 
cheap (newspapers cost a few 
cents and paperback books 
cost only a few dollars.) And 
we rarely speak to or see those 
who receive the gifts- So why 
do we do it? 

Most media writers, l sus- 
pect wish their _ V**' °* 

writing to be a for 

their ideas. So in advertising 
the writer of ads hopes that the 


readers will be convinced to 
buy the products he is writing 
about. Or in propoganda, 
where ihe media organs of the 
state try to convince readers 
that such and such is the case. 

Children when they receive a 
gift, are excited by the gift its- 
elf. They do not care where it 
comes from. But as we get 
older, we begin to try and sense 
“what is behind the gift”. If it is 
the kind of intent that lay beh- 
ind the giving of the bride in the 
old days, the effect of the gift 
on us can be powerful. Even if 
it is a tiny bauble, we will invest 
it with an aura of significance 
and will cherish it. Such a gift- 
has created a bond between 
giver and recipient. 

If the gift be knowledge or 
information or any kind of 
message, the bond will take the 
form of the reader or listener

Reagan is popular but conservative

WASHINGTON — Ronald Rea- 
gan. a selrf-made man of humble 
origins who rose from a fading film 
career to president of the United 
States, has been a popular but con- 
troversial leader. 

During his four years in the 
White House, he fulfilled pro- 
mises to cut inflation, stimulate 
the economy, and increase •spe- 
nding on defence." He also'rari up 
the biggest budget and trade def- 
icits in U.S. history. 

He exudes confidence and has 
been nicknamed “the great com- 
municator”. He led the Dem- 
ocratic challenger, Walter Mon- 
daie, by big margins throughout 
this year s election campaign. 

But critics have attacked him as 
a rich man's president out of touch 
with ordinary people. 

At 73. Mr. Reagan is the oldest 
president in U.S. history. His age 
became a campaign issue after a 
vague and lacklustre performance 


in a televised debate with Mr. 
Mondale. 

* But he appears vigorous and in 
good health. He recovered quickly 
from a bullet wound in the chest 
when drifter John Hinckley tried 
to assassinate him in 1981. 

Mr. Reagan was bom in Tam- 
pico, Illinois, on Feb. 6, 1911, to 
parents of modest circumstances. 
He attended tiny Eureka College 
and wag a sports commentator in 
Iowarofcfore going to Hollywood. 

There he roadfe'51’ films, often 
playirfrg second string to the hero 
and once to a chimpanzee named 
Bonzo. 

In the kind of self-deprecatory, 
anecdotal style for which he is 
famous. Mr. Reagan once said of 
the studio for which he made 
films: “They wanted them Thu- 
rsday, not good.” 

In the same vein, he told his wife 
Nancy after the 1981 ass- 
assination attempt; “ Honey, I for- 
got to duck." 

Mr. Reagan changed from lib- 
eral Democrat to right-wing Rep- 


ublican in the early 1 960s and ent- 
ered national politics as a celebrity 
spokesman for the 1964 pre- 
sidential campaign of Sen. dairy 
Goldwater. 

In 1966 he won the first of two 
four-year terms as governor of 
California. He lost the Republican 
nomination for President to Ric- 
hard Nixon in 1968 and narrowly 
to Gerald Ford in 1976. 

After Mr. Ford was beaten by 
Democrat Jimmy Carter. Mr. 
Reagan won the nomination and 
defeated Mr. Carter in the 1980 
election. 

Mr. Reagan took office in Jan- 
uary 1981 promising to make 
America strong and respected in 
the world, declaring “our days of 
weakness are over”. 

He fulfilled his promise of cut- 
ting inflation, boosting economic 
growth, and reducing government 
intervention partly by pushing 
through a reluctant Congress stu- 
nning cuts in taxes and some areas 
of government spending. 

He based his foreign policy on 


two ideas: thar the Soviet Union 
was the. source of most of the 
world's problems, and that to cou- 
nter this America must ream. . 

Relations with Moscow under 
Mr. Reagan reached a new low. 

Deployment of U.S. medium- 
range nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe prompted the Russians 
last year to carry out their threat to 
break off arms reduction talks. 

Mr. Reagan has recently sof- 
tened his tone and in September 
■ held his first meeting with a senior 
Soviet official. Foreign "Minister 
Andrei Gromyko. 

Mr. Reagan has faced criticism 
of his policies in the Middle East, 
where 241 U.S. servicemen were 
killed by a suicide truck bomb in 
Beirut and Central America, 
where he has supported rebels in 
Nicaragua. 

Critics have said he is too willing 
to use military force rather than 
diplomacy, as when be sent troops 
into the Caribbean island of Gre- 
nada to overthrow a revolutionary 
leftist government.

will help bring about rec- 
onciliation among the various 
warring factions and between 
Lebanon and the Palestinians. But 
when nothing of this kind was ach- 
ieved a problem arose between us 
and Syria and still exists. 

“ In addition we consider Syria's 
stand vis-a-vis the Iran- Iraq war 
as very strange and we regard it as 
a violation of the Arab League 
Charter and the Joint Arab Def- 
ence Pact. Syria is also opposed 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) and continues to 


disrupt Arab summits. To add to 
all this wc have to remember 
Syria's massing of troops on Jor- 
dan' s northern borders in 1 980.” 

King Hussein emphasised Jor- 
dan's determination to defend the 
rights of the Palestinian people to 
their independent decision- 
making process concerning their 
own future. “We hope that the 
PLO will concentrate its efforts 
towards serving the Palestinian 
people in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories." the King said. He added: 
“We are always ready to open our 
country for PLO meetings bec- 
ause we are determined to serve 


pan-Arab causes." 

However, the King said, “the 
special relationship between the 
Palestinians and Jordanians con- 
cerns the two peoples alone and 
neither Israel nor the U.S. has the 
right to interfere in the 
Palestinian-Jordanian rel- 
ationship." 

King Hussein said the PLO is 
facing difficulties in defending Lhe 
rights of the Palestinians and def- 
ending itself from attempts of 
hegemony from other countries. 
He said: “The search for a sol- 
ution to the Palestinian problem 
requires the participation of the 


Palestinians and the presence of 
the PLO is essential as a party for 
reaching an honourable solution 
to the issue. The situation in the 
West Bank is on our mind day and 
night in view of Israel's continued 
drive to build settlements and 
because the Arab inhabitants are 
constantly threatened. We appeal 
to the Arab World to come to the 
aid of the Palestinians to help 
them strengthen their ste- 
adfastness." 

King Hussein expressed hope 
that an Arab summit will be held 
during this year to handle Arab 
problems and differences among 
Arab countries. 


Reagan sets Soviet taiks as priority

action to ease world tension. 

He was speaking at a Kremlin 
reception for ambassadors to 
mark the anniversary of the 1917 
Communist Revolution. The Sov- 
iet leader avoided direct reference 
to the election win for Mr. Rea- 
gan. but his remarks were int- 
erpreted by those present as cle- 
arly aimed at the U.S. president. 

“Tension in world politics is not 
decreasing. It is now not easy to 
lift this tension. The verbal ass- 
urances of being committed to 
peace will not be enough here. 
What is needed are practical act- 
ions,'* Mr. Chernenko said. 

Mr. Reagan won 49 states with 
525 electoral votes and Mr. Mon- 
dalc was declared the winner in his 
homestate. Minnesota, the only 
one of the 50 states that he won. 

• Mr. Reagan's electoral vote 
total was the highest in history, 
suqiassing Franklin D. Roo- 
sevelt’s 1936 total of 523 electoral 
votes. 

In the popular vote, with 98 per 
cent of the nation’s precincts rep- 
orting. Mr. Rengan had 
51.773,890 for 59 per cent. Mr. 
Mondale had 35,901.699 for 41 


per cent. 

From the time the first vote tot- 
als began rolling in. it was clear 
that Mr. Mondale's dream of a 
presidential upset was not to be.' 
Mr. Reagan was a big winner in 
state after state, and finally Mr. 
Mondale appeared before sup- 
porters in St. Paul Minnesota, to 
say he had called the president to 
congratulate him. 

"He has won.” said Mr. Mon- 
dale, weary but smiling after a 
gruelling campaign. “We are all 
Americans. He is our president, 
and we honour him tonight.” 

Mr. Mondalc maintained his 
composure despite a weary app- 
earance and a cracking voice as he 
addressed his supporters, but he 
wept softly as he made his way out 
of the hall. 

Democratic vice presidential 
candidate Geraldine Fertaro con- 
ceded defeat but called her his- 
toric candidacy “a victory for 
which every American can be 
proud.” 

The 49-year-old New Yorker, 
the first woman to seek top office 
on a major party ticket, told a 
throng of cheering supporters in a 
Manhattan hotel ballroom: 


“ My candidacy has said the days 
of discrimination are numbered. 
Women will never again be second 
class citizens." 

t She added: “I ask you to be 
proud of what we’ve done. I am 
and I thank you very much.” 

Ms. Ferraro watched the ret- 
urns in a large private suite in the 
New York Hilton Hotel, along 
with her family and staff. Wearing 
a bright -red dress, she was lau- 
ghing and joking as reporters wat- 
ched her watch the returns. 

Despite the avalanche of pop- 
ular support for Mr. Reagan and 
the rejection of old-guard liberal 
Mondale, the voting results see- 
med more a personal tribute to 
Mr. Reagan's strong leadership 
and achievement of economic 
prosperity than a wholesale shift 
to the right of American political 
sentiment. 

His Republican Party lost at 
least one seat from its 55-45 maj- 
ority in the Senate. 

The Republican scored modest 
gains in the 435-member House of 
Representatives, where the Dem- 
ocrats had a 99-seat majority, but 
seemed to be falling short of the 
25-seat gain that might have given 


Mr. Reagan a working coalition of 
Republicans and conservative* 
Democrats. 

Even so, Mr. Reagan’s personal 
triumph was staggering. 

In all, Mr. Reagan. America's 
foremost right-wing politician for 
the past 20 years, exceeded even 
his 1980 election drubbing of 
then-President Jimmy Carter, 
who won six states and 49 ele- 
ctoral votes to Mr. Reagan's 44 
and 489. 

Voter surveys by the television 
networks showed Mr. Reagan had 
swept every major voting bloc 
except blacks, Jews and trade 
union members. He won among 
oil age groups from youngest to 
oldest and all income groups exc- 
ept the very poorest. 

The outcome made Mr. Reagan 
and Vice-President George Bush 
the first two-term White House 
occupants since Richard Nixon 
and Spiro Agnew won in 1972. 
Both of them left office in mid- 
term under pressure of political 
scandal. 

The United States has not had a 
president complete two full terms 
since Dwight Eisenhower left off- 
ice in 1961.

Gush Emunim, Zionism 
have little to do with 
Judaism, contradict 
‘Jewish literature’

BEING the widow of the fou- 
nder and leader of the Jewish 
religious anti- Zionist group of 
Neture-Karta in Jerusalem, 
Rabbi Avram Blau, an article 
written by Musa Keilani and 
published by the Jordan Times 
on -Nov. 3, 1984 has par- 
ticularly attracted my att- 
ention. My late husband sta- 
rted his lifetime struggle aga- 
inst Zionism when he was 18 
years old, a few months after 
the Balfour declaration. I agree 
with the title of Mr. Keilanf s 
article, “Jewish terrorism is a 
Zionist Cover.” but not with 
the reasons, which, Mr. Keilani 
writes, are given by the Gush 
Emunim’ s militants to prove, 
according to the Jewish law, 
the legitimacy of their actions. 
The Gush Emunim's ideology 
has no basis neither in the wri- 
tten Jewish law, the Torah, nor 
in the oral law, the Talmud 
which was put into writing after 
the destruction of the second 
temple. It has nothing to do 
with Judaism. “Political and 
military action to accelerate 
the process of redemption” is 
strictly forbidden. It is written 
in the Talmud, tractate Ket- 
uboth, page 111: "God made 
the Jewish people swear three 
oaths before sending them into 
exile. The first that they must 
not go up to the Holy Land en 
masse or by force; the second 
that they should not rebel aga- 
inst the nations of the worid; 
and the third that they should 
not try to shorten the time of 
their exile, — "what the Gush 
Emunim call: 'to accelerate 
that process of redemption' 
And God specified the pun- 
ishment for the violation of 
these oaths: " If you keep these 
oaths, very well. If not, I will 
abandon you (to be hunted) 
like the deer and the antelope 
of the forest." More explan- 
ation about the subject can be 
found in the Talmud, tracta- 
te Sanhedrin, page 98: “ Rabbi 
Rama, son of Chanina, said: 
"Ben David (the Messiah) will 
not come before the vulgar 
government of Israel is put to 
an 'end as the Prophet Issaih 
declared (18:53: “With shears 
God will cut down the wor- 
thless people.” The com- 
mentator Rachi (13th century) 
explains that vulgar here 
means “weak or without 
value”. Another sage of last 
century, the Mabbim, added: 
“If the nations on which Israel 
depends for support come to 
her aid, God will cause them to 
fall as well.” The Zionist lea- 
ders cannot find in the Holy 
scriptures any justification for 
the creation of their state, 
since, according to the Jewish 
law, such a creation is nothing 
else but- a rebellion against 
God's will. The Etz Yoseph 
explained in Midrash Rabba: 
"God made the Jewish people 
swear not to stop the exile even 
if their blood should flow like 
water or they should undergo 
the crudest torments”. The 
same explanation is given by all 
"the greatest sages. The Mah- 
aral of Prague, Maimonides 
and Rabbi Bechaye. It is right 
that through Moses, God gave 
the order to the then new Jew- 
ish nation to destroy Amalek, 
descendants of Issac (Jacob's 
twin hating brother) whose aim 
was and always would be to 
destroy the sons of Jacob spi- 
ritually. The last 2.000 years of 
Jewish history has been a his- 
tory of martyrdom at the hands 
of Amalek’s descendants in 
Europe. However, when the 
Jews .are faithful to the Torah 
Amalek is powerless against 


them. The Arabs who are the 
sons of Ismael, son of Abraham 
and brother of Issac, have not- 
hing to do with Amalek and his 
descendants, even if Amalekim 
have sojourned on parts of 
what became Arab land at the 
time of ‘the Prophet Moh- 
ammad.

She also expressed her dis- 
appointment that she could not 
obtain professional training given 
by Bill Gwynne. a British rallying 
expert who visited Amman last 
month and conducted short-term 
training courses ' for Jordanian 
rally drivers. Nabulsi said she was 
not informed of the training cou- 
rse sufficiently in advance to have, 
taken advantage of the British 
expen’s direct supervision. 

Leading contenders for the 
1984 championship are David 
Jepson. driving a Toyota Celica 
navigated by his wife Barbara, and 
Anthonny Walker behind the 
wheels of a Nissan 240 RS piloted 
by David Jones. Jepson leads 
Walker with a very narrow margin 


in points scored in the earlier two 
rounds of the Jordan National 
Rally and a close race is expected 
between the two.

Veteran Haile Aguilar, who has 
retained the distinction of fin- 
ishing all car rallies held in Jordan 
since' 1 981 . is also competing in 
the third round with his wife Ter- 
esita as co-driver in a Renault 17 
as are their sons Fitz and Gonzalo 
in a Datsun 110. 

Friday's rally, sponsored by the 
Japanese carmakers. Daihatsu, 
begins at 9 a.ro. from the RAC 


grounds and the rally route ext- 
ends to the village of Jizia near the 
Queen Alia International Airport. 
The cars will head for Jizia thr- 
ough several special stages and 
return to the RAC before noon, 
only to repeat the performance in 
the afternoon. 

In all the entries for Friday’s 
event comprise of eight Toyotas. 
three Nissans, three Datsuns, two 
Opels, two Renaidts, two Dai- 
haisus, two Ladas, one each of 
BMW, Lancia. Audi, Mini and 
Volvo. 

Mr. Ledger said he did not exp- 
ect any dramatic shift in the rat- 
ings when the results come in Fri- 
day evening. In fact, he said, the 
gap between the second and third 
placing® for The championship is 
too wide to expect any upsets. 
However, he added, the first and 
second drivers could always cha- 
nge places since the margin was 
too narrow.

Thailand removes 20% 

surcharge on imports 

.BANGKOK. (Rj — Thailand Tuesday followed up its devaluation of 
; thebaht by removing a 20 per cent import surcharge on about 1.400- 
foreign products in an attempt to head off higher inflation. The 
finance ministry said in a statement that with immediate effect nor- 
mal duties would be charged on all imports except cars, motorcycles 
and some luxury items. The move followed the imposition Tuesday 
of price controls on 26 essential items such as detergents, soap, 
toothpaste, evaporated milk, cooking oil and batteries. Finance Min- 
ister Sommai Hoontrakul said after the baht was devalued at the 
weekend — to 27 to the dollar from 23 previously — that the 
inflation would be about three per cent higher this year than the tWo 
to three percent rate originally envisaged. The ministry also eli- 
minated export duty on scrap metal, woden products, fish meal and 
dried fish to promote sales abroad. The central bank said Thailand’s 
projected trade deficit should narrow by $444 million to about $2.3 
billion in 1985. 


GATT meeting grants 
China observer status 

GENEVA (OPECN A) — China has been granted observer status on 
GATT, the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

Mr. Zhao Gongda.-head of the Chinese delegation, said it would 
facilitate a decision on his country's membership of the world trade 
body. 

Last year, China joined the GATT Multifibre Arrangement which 
governs international textile trade. 

The 82-member GATT council meeting here, heard protests from 
some members on the functioning of the organisation. 

Australia was critical of the new U.S. trade act which, it said, was 
“contrary to us obligations under GATT' . It described as “blatant’ 
actions taken by the European Community to breach the GATT 
minimum price provision on butter, charging the organisation suf- 
fered from “institutional paralysis” and small countries has lost 
confidence in its ability to bring about genuine improvements in the 
trading system. 

Pakistan, speaking on behalf of Third World textile exporting 
countries, said any initiatives, such as a new round of GATT neg- 
otiations, would lack credibility until the work programme on textiles 
was successfully accomplished. 

The whole GATT system, particularly the Multifibre Arr- 
WgeypenL, it ftrgued, was ja. question after, the failure of. certain, 
cppnfries to honour commitments on textiles made in 1982. 

The GATT secretariat said in a report to the council that the large 
U.S. merchandising trade deficit — around $ 130 billion this year — 
had encouraged protectionist pressures. 


Transport problem hits 
Ukraine sugar output 

MOSCOW (R) — A shortage of railway transport is paralysing the 
sugar industry in the Ukraine and could mean that stockpiled output 
will. be ruined by bad weather, the Communist Party daily Pravda 
said Tuesday. 

Many refineries in the republic, one of the major Soviet sugar- 
producing areas, had been forced to cut production to only two hours 
a day because they had no more room for storage. 

The cause of the problem was that railways had provided 5.000 
fewer wagons than promised and hundreds of thousands of tonnes of 
sugar were awaiting transport. Refined sugar was piled up outside the 
refineries and would be ruined by bad weather. Pravda said.

Israeli price freeze 
produces price rises 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israel’s three-month freeze on 
prices got oft to a poor start Tue- 
sday — prices rose on 3 number of 
items. 

Official government-set prices 
on 400 goods and services were 
published in newspapers and inc- 
luded increases of as much of 50 
per cent on some items from prices 
last Friday. 

Adding to the confusion, the 
government said its list did not inc- 
lude a value added tax of 15 per 
cent on some goods, and mer- 
chants who had been selling goods 
for less than the official price 
immediately moved to catch up. 

“ So far the price freeze has been 
a windfall for me.” said one gro- 
cer. 

Other merchants refused to pay 
suppliers more chan the published 
prices, and some suppliers refused 
to sell goods. 

A group of 10 economics pro- 
fessors sent a telegram to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres to protest 
against the freeze, warning that it 
would lead to greater government 
outlays for subsidised basic com- 
modities. 

“This is only a “Time-out” 
which will lead to higher prices, a 
tremendous jump in inflation and 
a greater demand for foreign cur- 


rency,” said Mr. Assaf Razin, a 
Tel Aviv university economist. 

The three-month freeze on both 
wages and prices is designed to 
give the government time to make 
broad budget cuts in an effort to 
reduce Israel's annual inflation 
rate from the present S00 per cent 
to 200 per cent by January. 

The freeze has been agreed by 
government, business and labour; 
representatives. 

A commerce ministry spo- 
kesman, Mr. David Brodet, said 
prices for some items such as can- 
ned goods had been frozen at lev-' 
els above chose of last week in 
order to ensure continued sup- 
plies. 

“We feel these prices are acc- 
eptable, especially when you con- 
sider that they are to be in effect 
for three months,” he told Israeli 
television. 

The television quoted an uni- 
dentified “senior economic sou- 
rce” as saying the government had 
given in to pressure from man- 
ufacturers .to raise prices. 

Cabinet spokesman Mr. Yossi 
Beilin said he had no knowledge 
of any threats by manufacturers 
not to sign the freeze agreement 
but said the allegation should be 
investigated. 


Gandhi reassures Sikh 
tradesmen, industrialists 


NEW DELHI (R) — Top Sikh 
businessmen and industrialists 
met India’s new Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi Wednesday and 
said they are reassured of their 
safety and would rebuild and rei- 
nvest in businesses lost in violent 
anti-Sikh protests. 

Mr. Raunaq Singh, owner of a 
group making steel and tubes, 
tyres and garments, told Reuters a 
group of 38 businessmen pre- 
sented Mr. Gandhi with a note lis- 
ting demands at the 55-minute 
meeting: 

“We were extremely satisfied 
by his responses and his promise 
of swift action to meet our dem- 
ands.” he said. 

At least 900 people, mostly 
Sikhs, were killed and property 
worth millions of dollars des- 
troyed in the wave of violence fol- 
lowing the assassination of prime 
minister Indira Gandhi a week 
ago. 

Mr. Singh said that among the 
points conceded by_Mr. Gandhi 
were that all Sikh temples des-' 
troyed or damaged should be reb- 
uilt or repaired at state expense 
and that state-owned insurance 
companies should deal ’ instantly 
with claims and add retroactive 
clauses covering damage by civil 
disorder if they were not in con- 
tracts. 

The government has already 
announced compensation to the 
families of those killed in the vio- 
lence and to those injured. 

It has also issued instructions 
for banks to give low-interest 
loans to businessmen whose pro- 
perty was destroyed or damaged. 

Mr. Singh, who said he has not 
dared to stay at home on any 
nights since the assassination, told 
Reuters that Mr. Gandhi agreed 


to order' insurance companies to 
pay for replacement of lost trucks, 
taxis, buses and other vehicles. 

Sikhs opetate much of India's 
transport system. 

The delegation leader was Mr. 
Charanjit Singh, a member of par- 
liament for Gandhi's Congress (I) 
Party and head of Campa Cola. 
India's biggest soft drinks com- 
pany. 

A company spokesman said the 
firm’s three factories in the cap- 
ital had been totally destroyed, 
amounted to a loss of 20 million 
rupees ($1.7 million). 

’ “The looters took typewriters, 
ceiling fans, tables and sofas bef- 
ore setting the premises alight.” 
he said. 

The note presented to Mr. 
Gandhi said many non-Sikhs ris- 
ked their lives to save Sikh nei- 
ghbours by giving refuge to tho- 
usands of families who otherwise 
would have been killed. 

‘Mir. Raunaq Singh said the vio- 
Jence was only anti-Sikh in the 
r beginning. adding: “Later, it sim- 
ply became criminal acts by low- 
class people." 

He added that many non-Sikh 
owned businesses had also been 
ransacked. “But now the looters 
don’t know what to do with then- 
booty. They can’t sell it as they will 
be found out, so they are throwing 
videos and expensive saris on rub- 
bish tips.” 

Mr. Singh said the delegation 
had been greatly reassured by the 
meeting. 

“Now we are happy to live here. 
Sikhs have played a vital role in 
India’s independence struggle, in 
its wars, in agriculture and ind- 
ustry," he said. 

“ This is our coun try. There is no 
other,” he concluded. 


Stock market may hit record levels 
on Reagan victory, analysts predict 


NEW YORK (R) — President Reagan’s landslide 
election victory could propel share prices to record 
levels in coming weeks as Wall Street anticipates 
four more years of favourable economic dev- 
elopments, analysts say. 


The widely watched Dow Jones 
average of industrial shares has 
risen 27 Yz points this week, fin- 
ishing Tuesday at 1,244.15. 

It is now just 43 points below its 
record 1287.20 closing level rea- 
ched on Nov. 29, 1983. . 

"I expect the stock market is 
going to be at record highs sooner 
than many people think,” Mr. 
Joseph Bench, chief economist at 
the She arson -Lehman American 
Express brokerage firm, told Reu- 
ters. 

With Mr. Reagan’s business 
policies receiving a mandate while 
economic growth, is beginning to 
slow, analysts predicted that the 
Federal Reserve (Fed), the U.S. 
central bank, would soon bow to 
•administration wishes and permit 
interest rates to decline. 

They said a looser monetary 
policy could become evident soon 
after Wednesday’s scheduled 
meeting of the Fed's policymaking 1 
Federal Open Market Committee 
(FOMC). 

Partly because of the ove- 
rwhelming Reagan victory, Mr. 
Bench said he believed the Fed 


would be more accommodating. 

While Wall Street cheered Mr. 
Reagan's victory over Democrat 
Walter Mondale, there was dis- 
appointment that the president’s 
Republican Party failed to win as 
many seats in the Democra de- 
controlled House Of Rep- 
resentatives as some had hoped. 

And the dollar took a beating 
on world foreign exchange mar- 
kets as operators seized the opp- 
ortunity of quick profits on the 
election news. 

On Wall Street, share prices 
have been climbing since the beg- 
inning of the week 1 as investors 
jumped the gun and began ant- 
icipating Mr. Reagan’s reelection. 

“ We will go to new highs before 
the end of the year, and 1 feel more 
certain of that today than 1 have 
before,” said Mr. Michael ’She- 
rman, chairman of the investment 
policy committee of Shearson- 
Lehman. 

But some analysts were less 
exuberant, predicting nervous 
times in store for investom as Mr. 
Reagan jousts with the new Con- 
gress over tax reform, big budget

The yen’s gain against the dollar 
was checked- in Tokyo by news 
that Fuji Bank had suffered record 
losses of nearly $50 million In 
unauthorised foreign exchange 
dealings by its chief New York 
dealers.

CAIRO (R)‘ — Egypt has invited international oil firms to submit 
bids by Nov. 22 foT 1985 crude oil contracts, an Egyptian General 
Petroleum Corporation (EGPC) spokesman said Tuesday. 

He said the contracts, which industry sources said are expected to 
cover a total of between 1-50,000 and 200,000 barrels per day (b/d), 
would be finalised by Dec. 20. 

Egypt sets oil prices monthly in line with market trends but solicits 
annual requests for quantities and blends. 

Turkish trade gap worsens 

ANKARA (R) — Turkey's exports fell to $525 million in September 
from $581 million in August, the state statistics institute said Tue- 
sday. 

It said imports rose to $942 million in September, the highest for 
any month this year, from $831 million in August. 

Imports in September 1983 were $683 million and exports $460 
million.

World leaders congratulate 
Reagan, hope for arms cuts 


Death toll reaches 21 
in S. African protests 



LONDON (R) — Government leaders around the 
world Wednesday congratulated President Reagan 
on his landslide re-election and expressed hope for 
progress on nuclear arms reductions over the next 
four years. 


Bui Mr. Reagan's spectacular 
victory over Democratic cha- 
llenger Waller Mondale was gre- 
eted without enthusiasm in much 
of Africa and the Communist 
World. In Moscow, the T/^SS 
News Agency called on him for 
concrete actions. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl, terming the result a 
strong personal success, said the 
president's hardline image had 
made him a "much misunderstood 
man" in Europe. 

Mr. Kohl said he was sure Mr. 
Reagan would follow through on 
election pledges to seek nuclear 
arms agreements with Moscow. 

Leading French politicians wel- 
comed the result, which was also 
viewed warmly in Britain, where 
Conservative Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher sees eye- 
to-cyc with Mr. Reagan on many 
issues. 

Moscow wifi wait and sec whe- 
ther Mr. Reagan fulfils his cam- 
paign pledges to resume dialogue 
with the Kremlin, the Soviet 
Ambassador to the European 
Disarmament Conference Oleg 
Grinevsky said in Stockholm. He 
said renewed dialogue was very 
important. 

In extending congratulations, 
leaders in Italy. Japan, the Phi- 
lippines. Denmark. Sweden, the 
Netherlands. Australia and other 
countries expressed hope that Mr. 


Reagan would work to improve 
ties with Moscow and to end the 
risk of nuclear war. 

In Peking, which is interested in 
acquiring U.S. technology and 
arms, a Foreign spokesman con- 
gratulated Mr. Reagan and said 
China hoped relations would dev- 
elop further. The official New 
China News Agency said his vic- 
tory was no surprise. 

Governments in black Africa 
prepared congratulatory messages 
but diplomats said they were unh- 
appy at the result because of Mr. 
Reagan's closer links with South 
Africa. 

South Africa appeared del- 
ighted and President P.W. Botha 
sent a telegram of effusive con- 
gratulations. "May your lea- 
dership turn back the forces of int- 
ernational terrorism and frustrate 
Marxist attempts to create chaos." 
he told Mr. Reagan. 

Mr. Reagan's triumph caused 
dismay in Nicaragua, whose San- 
dinisi government is strongly opp- 
osed by Washington, but was gre- 
eted with joy by anti-Sand in ist 
guerrillas, and with relief in U.S.- 
backed El Salvador and Hon- 
duras. 

Daniel Ortega, coordinator of 
Nicaragua's ruling junta, told 
Reuters: “With Reagan's ree- 
lection. we are on the brink of a 
North American invasion." Cuba 
was resigned to a Reagan triumph 


but had favoured Mr. Mondale, 
officials in Havana said. 

A Reagan victory had been 
expected worldwide, but com- 
mentators remarked on the sev- 
erity of Mr. Mondale's defeat. 

A BBC broadcaster said Mr- 
Reagan's campaign was a "pol- 
itical charge of the Light Bri- 
gade" . the result a calamity for the 
Democrats. The London Daily 
Express said Mr. Mondale looked 
sick and was “reeling on the ele- 
ctoral ropes.” 

In Seoul, the staunchly anti- 
communist South Korean gov- 
ernment warmly welcomed his 
victory and said it reflected the 
American people’s “who- 
lehearted trust" in his policies. 

There was equally strong praise 
from Pakistani President Moh- 
ammad Zia U1 Haq and from the 
Conservative leaders of Thailand 
and Sri Lanka. Philippines Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos said 
there was "much to cheer about" 
for developing countries. 

Australia's Labour Prime Min- 
ister Bob Hawke said of the tie 
with Washington: "It has never 
been better." 

NATO officials at their hea- 
dquarters in Brussels expressed 
delight at the election outcome, 
stating that it would bring con- 
tinuity and strength to the 16- 
nation Atlantic Alliance. 

But defence analysts in Europe 
voiced concern over the defeat of 
moderate Illinois Republican 
Senator Charles Percy and his 
possible replacement as Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
chairman by arch-conservative 
Jesse Helms. 


Ustinov fails to show for parade 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet Defence 
Minister Dmitry Ustinov. con- 
sidered one of the most powerful 
men in the Kremlin, failed to app- 
ear at the Revolution Day Red 
Square parade Wednesday fue- 
lling speculation he may be ser- 
iously ill. 

A Soviet Foreign Ministry off- 
icial on Red Square, questioned 
about Marshal Ustinov's absence, 
said: " 1 understand he is not well." 

Marshal Ustinov. 76. was sch- 
eduled to take the salute from the 
military at the traditional display 
of Soviet armed might. 

His absence from a pre- 
revolution day rally in the Kremlin 
Tuesday at which all other 
Moscow-based members of the 
ruling poliiburo turned up. spa- 
rked rumours that he was ailing. 


In Marshal Ustinov's absence 
the salute was formally taken by 
Marshal Sergey Sokolov, one of 
his deputies. 

Prime Minister Nikolai Tik- 
honov and Foreign Minister And- 
rei Gromyko stood next to Pre- 
sident Konstantin Chernenko 
with the other poliiburo members 
atop Lenin's Mausoleum. 

Moscow Party Chief Viktor 
Grishin stood next to Mr. Gro- 
myko with Mikhail Gorbachev. 
53. the man seen by diplomats as 
heir apparent to Mr. Chernenko, 
on his left. 

The Kremlin line-up on such 
formal occasions is a reliable guide 
to the power hierarchy within the 
poliiburo. and Western diplomats 
said Mr. Gorbachev's position 
next to the "old guard" of the 


party effectively confirmed his 
role as number two. 

Taking Marshal Ustinov's usual 
place next to Mr. Chernenko, 
Marshal Sokolov used the ope- 
ning speech, traditionally made by 
the defence minister, to brand the 
United States responsible for the 
present tension between East and 
West. 

Without naming newly re- 
elected President Ronald Reagan. 
Marsha] Sokolov cited his policies 
on arms, notably the deployment 
of medium-range missiles in Wes- 
tern Europe, as a prime cause of 
deterioration in relations. 

He also accused Washington of 
attempting to force its will upofi 
weaker countries and said the 
United States was determined to 
take the arms race into space. 


Sandinists get two-thirds of votes 


MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua's 
governing Sandinist National Lib- 
eration From (FSLN) has held 
66.S per cent of the vote in nat- 
ional elections, but the few opp- 
osition parties challenging their 
rule did better than expected. 


With more than two thirds of 
the vote counted, the left-wing 
Sandinists were short of a min- 
imum 70 per cent predicted by 
Interior Minister Tomas Borge. 

The results assured a victory for 
FSLN presidential candidate Dan-

At seven of the eight 
tables in the event, North- 
South reached a contract of 
four hearts, which went 
down one when declarer had 
to lose three trump tricks in 
addition to the ace oF clubs. 
At the eighth table, however, 
the bidding went as shown. 
We do not know what caused 


North to opt for a takeout 
double of one diamond — it 
certainly wasn’t the quality 
of his spade suit. South made 
up for his partner's optimism 
with one of the most conser- 
vative leaps to game we have 
ever seen. 

West got off to the unfor- 
tunate lead of the ace of 
diamonds. Now there is a 
legitimate chance for 
declarer to make his con- 
tract. Since he must lose a 
club and a trump trick, he 
cannot afford more than one 
heart loser. The only way 
that can happen is if the 
defender who holds the ace of 
clubs has a blank ace or king 
of hearts. 

Therefore, declarer should 
ruff the opening lead, cash 
the two high trumps and 
then then exit with the king 
of clubs. As soon as West 
wins the ace of clubs, he is 
end played. He can take his 
high trump and king of 
hearts, but then he must lead 
a minor suit card and give 
declarer an entry to the table 
for all the discards he needs. 

However, declarer was 
mesmerized by the two high 
diamonds in dummy and 
tried to steal an entry to the 
board at trick two by leading 
a low club. West flew in with 
the ace of clubs, cashed the 
king of hearts and put 
declarer back in hand with 
the king of clubs. 

Declarer now cashed the 
ace king of trumps, but West 
countered beautifully by 
unblocking the queen and 
jack. Although declarer's 
trump loser had suddenly 
vanished, he could not make 
his contract because he had 
no way to avoid losing two 
more heart tricks in addition 
to the two tricks he had 
already lost.

Gaston Thorn, president of the 
European Community’s executive 
body, warmly congratulated Mr. 
Reagan. 

But Community officials pri- 
vately voiced concern that the size 
of the victory might make Was- 
hington harder to work with — 
less receptive to European anxiety 
about the U.S. budget deficit, res- 
ulting high interest rates and an 
overpriced dollar. 

A high Japanese official told 
reporters the U.S. deficit would 
• inevitably cause friction but sol- 
utions could be found. 

Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone told Mr. Reagan in a tel- 
ephone call that the U.S. leader's 
victory was a historic ach- 
ievement. 

Rajiv Gandhi, who succeeded 
his slain mother /ndira Gandhi as 
prime minister of India last week, 
sent a message to Mr. Reagan in 
which he "expressed confidence 
that the mutually beneficial ties 
between thertwo countries would 
be strengthened and expanded in 
the years to come." 

200 feared 
killed in 
Philippines 
typhoon 

MANILA (R) — At least 200 
people are feared killed and tho- 
usands have been made homeless 
by a typhoon that swept through 
the central Philippines on Monday 
and left a trial of damage est- 
imated at hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

Relief officials gave slightly dif- 
ferent usually tolls but said about 
half the ’ houses had been badly 
damaged or destroyed in Roxas. a 
I city of some 90,000 people on 
| the north coast of Panay Island. 
325 kilometres south of Manila. 

The Red Cross reported 169 
dead and 112 missing in nonhem 
Panay alone. The government 
Disaster Relief Centre reported 
139 dead, including 15 on Samar 
and Leyte Islands, and 55 missing. 

The full extent of the havoc cau- 
sed by typhoon Agnes became 
apparent only during relief mis- 
sions by air force and other gov- 
ernment agencies Tuesday, long 
after the storm moved into the 
South China Sea towards Vie- 
tnam. 

Agnes, the 18th major storm 
this year, swept across Leyte and 
Samar on Sunday and slammed 
into Panay on Monday. Most of 
the damage was to coastal areas 
and hardest hit was Capiz pro- 
vince. on the north cost of Panay. 

"The whole province was dev- 
astated by the typhoon, including 
Roxas city (the provincial cap- 
ital)” a Red Cross spokesman 
said. 

He said most of the missing 
were fishermen unable to reach 
safety when the typhoon struck. 
Most of the fatalities were by dro- 
wning. but some were hit by flying 
debris hurled by winds of up to 
205 kph. 


Chilean troops patrol capital 
under state of siege, curfew 


i SANTIAGO (R) — Soldiers pat- 
rolled the Chilean Capital Wed- 
nesday to enforce a curfew imp- 
osed by President Augusto Pin- 
ochet in the heaviest crackdown 
since the bloody military coup 
which brought him to power 1 1 
years ago. 

Announcing a minor cabinet 
reshuffle Tuesday night, the pre- 
sident said he had declared Chile 
under a state of siege to counter a 
wave of anti-government violence 
which has claimed 15 lives in the 
last week. 

Though the crackdown had 
been widely expected since a pro- 
test strike called by opposition 
trade unions and leftist political 
groups last Tuesday, the rea- 
ppointment of Interior Minister 
Sergio Jarpa surprised diplomats. 

Mr. Jarpa quit on Monday, say- 
ing he was no longer able to pur- 
sue a policy of political reforms he 
began 14 months ago. The entire 
cabinet resigned after Mr. Jarpa's 
action. 

"Jarpa has no political future 
and he has lost all credibility. Res- 
igning in tears one day and getting 
his job back the next has not enh- 
anced it." one diplomat said. 

Shortly after Pinochet’s ann- 


ouncement during the swearing-in 
of two new cabinet ministers, the 
military commanders of Santiago 
and the coastal city of Valparaiso 
set daily five-hour curfews from 
midnight starting Tuesday night. 

They said the armed forces and 
paramilitary police would enforce 
the curfews. Hours before they 
took effect, witnesses reported 
seeing at least one truck with sol- 
diers in battle fatigues on the str- 
eets of the capital. 

The state of siege gives the pre- 
sident sweeping powers of arrest 
permits tight restrictions on fre- 
edom of speech assembly and 
information, allows censorship of 
mail and severely limits the power 
of the courts. 

Diplomats said the psy- 
chological effect would also be 
strong. 

In 1978, Pinochet lifted a aate 
of siege imposed after the 1973 
coup against the government of 
Salvador AJIende. There has been 
no general curfew since 1 9 SO. 

Both Pinochet and Mr. Jarpa 
said the measures were needed to 
counter recent violence. Six par- 
amilitary police were killed in att- 
acks over the weekend. 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — Five 
more people died in overnight vio- 
lence in South African townships 
bringing the death toll during a 
two-day strike by black workers to 
21, police and a transport official 
said. 

A police spokesman said four 
people died in protests in the eas- 
tern cape and townships around 
Johannesburg Tuesday night 
while a bus company spo- 
keswoman said a passenger died 
of bums in hospital after a bus was 
petrol-bombed in Johannesburg's 
black satellite city of Soweto. 

The spokeswoman for the bus 
company, Futoo, which runs ser- 
vices to most major black tow- 
nships in the Johannesburg area, 
said two other passengers were in 
a fairly serious condition m hos- 
pital after the attack. 

A police spokesman confirmed 
the attack on the bus and said pol- 
ice used teargas and rubber bullets 
agaiast a group of youths who 
threw the petrol bomb. 

He said passengers and by- 
standers attacked a man they tho- 
ught had thrown the bomb and he 
was treated in hospital after being 
arrested. 


The attack happened as people 
who had ignored a call for a gen- 
eral strike were returning from 
word. The two-day strike was cal- 
led by anti-apartheid groups in 
Transvaal province to protest aga- 
inst living conditions for black 
people under South Africa’ s racial 
segregation policies. 

Police said a man died in the 
eastern Cape township of Port 
Alfred after police fired birdshot 
to disperse rioting youths. 

In Tembisa. east of Joh- 
annesburg. where rioting has been 
most serious over the past two 
days, a man died Tuesday night 
after police fired birdshot at a 
stone-throwing mob. 

Two men were found dead Tue- 
sday night at Rotuadu township, 
near the capital Pretoria. Police 
said they were still investigating 
the causes of their deaths. 

The Putco spokesman said pas- 
senger loads, which were much 
lower than usual during the two- 
day strike, were more or less back 
to normal Wednesday. 

Tuesday night’s deaths bring 
the toll in township violence since 
February to about 155. 


India tightens security 
for president, premier 


NEW DELHI. India (AP) — Sec- 
urity measures for Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi and other Indian 
leaders were further tightened 
Wednesday, following new threats 
from outlawed Sikh extremists. 

A Sikh separatist leader. Ajaibh 
Singh, told the Pakistan daily 
Nawa-I-Waqt that Sikh suicide 
squads were planning other kil- 
lings in India. Rajiv’s mother. 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
was assassinated a week ago by 
two members of her own security 
guard identified as Sikhs. 

The New Delhi newspaper. The 
Statesman, said intelligence rep- 
orts indicated that Rajiv and 
India's President Zail Singh, a 
Sikh, were “highest in the hit list" 
of the Sikh terrorist movement. 

Several months ago- Rajiv Gan- 
dhi was the target of assassination 
threats by Sikh extremists, the 
"Dashmesh Regiment.” 

Several newspapers reported a 
purge of Sikhs among the security 
guards assigned to India's top lea- 
ders. Three top Hindu police off- 
icers responsible for Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s security arrangmems also 
have been removed from their 
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posts. 

There were widespread acc- 
usations against the civilian police 
of failing to control protest that 
have claimed over 1,000 victims, 
most of them Sikhs, as Indians 
protested after Mrs. Gandhi's 
murder. The Indian army took 
over security patrols in Delhi's 
slum-like suburbs, the scene of 
much of the carnage. More than 
30.000 Sikhs were crowded into 
makeshift refugee camps under 
army protection. 

Life in Delhi streets returned to 
normaL although Sikh men. with 
their conspicuous turbans and 
beards, were far fewer than usuaL 

The respected Times of India 
said "the manner in which Mrs. 
Gandhi died ... has virtually ens- 
ured that Sikhs will be excluded, at 
least for some time to come, from 
positions of trust in the law enf- 
orcement agencies." 

A large part of Mrs. Gandhi's 
personal security guard has been 
suspended and the remainder is 
undergoing special screening by 
intelligence officers of the army 
and police. 


Kuwait to ban foreign marriages 

KUWAIT (R) — The Gulf state of Kuwait, concerned oyer 
foreign influences, is to ban its menfolk from marrying foreign 
girls until further notice, local newspapers reported. The papers 
said the decision had been taken by the Ministry of Justice. The 
ministry has barred the issue of new marriage licences involving 
foreign women until new regulations are drawn up, the papers 
said. Government officials in Kuwait, which has one of the highest 
per capita income rales in the world, have previously expressed 
concern over what they said were social problems caused by the 
influence of foreign wives. 

Diana changes her hair style 

LONDON (R) — Princess Diana, a leader of fashion in Britain, 
showed off a sophisticated new hair style Tuesday when she 
attended the state opening of parliament. The 23-year-old pri- 
ncess wore her blonde hair up in a classical chignon, abandoning 
the soft swept-back style imitated by thousands. Hairdresser Ric- 
hard Dalton said that although it was the firet time she had worn 
her hair up in public she had been experimenting with the style for 
several months. "This was a very formal occasion and this is a very 
formal hair-style.” he said, adding that she would be exp- 
erimenting with a number of new styles in public over the next few 
weeks. 

Moon station predicted by 2010 

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. astronautscould set up a permanent 
base on the moon by 2010, the head of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA) has predicted. Speaking at a 
NASA seminar on ” Lunar Bases and Space Activities in the 21st 
Century" recently, administrator James Beggs said: "I believe it 
is highly likely that before the first decade of the next century is 
out. we will indeed return to the moon. We will do so not only to 
mine its oxygen-rich rocks and other resources, but to establish an 
outpost for further exploration and expansion of human activities 
in die solar system — in particular on Mars and the near Earth 
asteroids." President Reagan earlier this year announced plans 
for NASA to build a permanent space station which would enable 
astronauts to travel out as far as the moon and inner planets. 

4 Soviets need alcohol prohibition 9 

MOSCOW (R) — The Communist Party daily Pravda has said the 
Soviet Union needed prohibition to overcome its growing alcohol 
problem but that such a measure would be impossible to apply. In 
a deeply pessimistic article about the chances of fighting alcohol 
abuse. Pravda said vodka addiction had reached such a scale that 
it was causing enormous social problems, hurting children the 
most. The number of mentally retarded children, offspring of. 
alcoholic parents, was steadily growing as was the number of 
orphans whose parents had died from drink, it said. 

Man finds wife’s ear-ring in dead fish . 

OSLO (R) — Norwegian fisherman Waldemar Andersen found 
the gold ear-ring his wife had lost in the North Sea a week 
previously in the stomach of a cod fish he caught while fishing in 
the same place, a Norwegian newspaper reported. Andersen's, 
wife. Ragnhild. told the daily Verdens Gang: "Think of all the fish 
swimming around here and that the same cod that swallowed ray 
ear-ring should bite on my husband's fishing hook a week later. 
It's completely improbable." The fisherman said he had not tear 
lised he was fishing from the spot where his wife lost the piece of 
jewellry.
